Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with Applicant's 
representative, Mr. Thomas Bilodeau (Reg. No. 43,438) on March 23 , 2005. During the interview, 
Examiner indicated that these newly submitted claims were directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed, since the original claims (and newly presented claims 18-29) 
are directed to a system/method for downloading service contract information, application programs and 
device drivers to a board packaging line system, while newly presented claims 30-34 are directed to a 
package defect source determining system.
